the low-income problems in ag« 
riculture are of two distinctly

dent farmers," Shuman said. 


The latter type, he said, needs 


a program offering help to be- 
come more productive either in 
agriculture or in some other 
job.

BUylock said Arkansas plan-

Medicaid will replace Medi- 


care in the state's welfare pro- 
gram. It will also cost the state 
considerably 
more 
annually. 


Blaylook says Medicare is cost- 
ing about $5 million this fiscal 
year, compared to the $7.2 mil- 
lion in state funds that will be 
required as the state's share 
the first year in Medicaid. 


One of the added benefits to 


entering in July, Blaylock says, 
will be the possibility of getting 
more federal money toward the 
current welfare grants. 


The federal government pres- 


ently pays about 70 per cent of 
a welfare grant to an Arkansas 
recipient. 


"We 
can 
chose 
to get 


the 79.81 per cent federal share 
of grant money in the children 
and adult category," Blaylock 
said.

ISTANBUL, Turkey (AP) - 


Two destroyers of the U.S. 6th 
Fleet sailed through the Bospo- 
rus today for a five-day cruise 
along Turkey's Black Sea Coast. 
The Russians called the Ameri- 
can naval visit to their southern 
doorstep a provocation, a threat 
to peace and Soviet security, 
and a violation of the 1936 Mon- 
treux Convention. 


The 3,500-ton Dyess led the 


way through the narrow strait 
between the Sea of Marmara 
and the Black Sea. Her sister 
ship the Turner followed about 
an hour later. 


The Soviet government news- 


paper Izvestia reported Sunday 
that its correspondent had seen 
the two destroyers pass through 
the Bosporus and slip "like 
thieves" into the landlocked 
Black Sea. But the ships an- 
chored in the Sea of Marmara 
for the night, abiding by the 
provision of the Montreux Con- 
vention that bars transit of the 
strait after nightfall.

Nixon Holds 
Conference 
With Shriver

Coorf Won't

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court refused today to 
stand in the way of trial of Clay 
L. Shaw on charges of conspir- 
ing to kill President John F. 
Kennedy. 


Shaw, a retired New Orleans 


businessman, had appealed to 
the court for "sanctuary" from 
Dist. Atty. Jim Garrison's im- 
pending 
prosecution, 
Shaw 


claimed he was the victim of "a 
concerted pattern of persecu- 
tion." 


Only rarely do federal courts 


act to block state-court prosecu- 
tions. The Supreme Court gave 
no reason for refusing to block 
Shaw's trial or to give him a 
hearing, 


Shaw, 55, also sought to make 


the Warren Commission report 
binding on all courts in the 
country and to have Louisiana's 
conspiracy laws declared uncon» 
stitutional.

heart d i s e a s e is rare in 
children who are under four 
years of age, this child might 
have it, in which case a daily 
dose of aspirin would be 
beneficial and would be less 
likely to cause harmful side 
effects than in a normal 
child. 


Q—I g a v e my grand- 


daughter, 12, a five-grain 
aspirin tablet when she had 
a fever and sore throat; 45 
minutes later she vomited 
blood. Could this have been 
caused by the aspirin. If so, 
why do doctors prescribe it? 


A—A single aspirin tablet 


is not too large a dose for a 
12-year-old girl and, although

prolonged use of large doses 
of aspirin may cause bleed" 
ing from the stomach, this 
was not the cause of bleeding 
in your granddaughter. Ir- 
ritation of the stomach by 
aspirin can be minimized by 
dissolving the tablet in a full 
glass of water. Doctors pre- 
scribe aspirin because it is 
a valuable drug for reducing 
fevers.
